say in personnel matters concarning lyTJB officers posted to th© Army. In my opinion, all 
postings and transfers of MGB staff are carried out by the MGB Records and Personnel 
Department and officers are transferred from, the ffiB to the Army and vice versa according 
to the plans and directives given by the MjB higher authorities. The MGB fears nobody 
except the Party. The Party rank-and-file realize very clearly how dangerous it is to 
cross words with the MGB while the are aware that at the highest level the leading 
factor is the VKP (b) and that they are only a poi^erful tool of the Party. The result 
is that MGB personnel and Party members show a wholesome respect for each other, though 
watching each other closely, and they work together xjhenever necessary and possible. 


4* In the Army the Co\mter Espionage personnel is subordinated in all Party matters to the 
Army Political officers. The Political Officers are not allowed to ask the MGB personnel 
unnecessary questions, but they are obliged to check :i,n all details their Party records. 


5. An officer posted to the Army should without delay present his credentials in the 
Political Branch of his unit. The P'^rty Records Instructor and the head of the Political 
Branch check his Part'^ documents Including his Party transfer authorization (Otkryepity- 
elniy • Talon), Party Membership Card atid identity papers* An MGB officer cannot refuse 
to present his identity papers in the Political Branch for all Party members are in- 
structed and know very well thn-t the Party Membership ' Card (Partlyhiy Bilye t) can in no 
circumstances replace an identity document and should, be supported by the usual Military 
or civilian identity papers. Any person Insisting that the Partbilyet is his only 
identity document would automatically create suspicion, and according to the Party in- 
structions should be arrested and handed over to tii4' Security authorities. 

6. The MGB personnel serving with the Army (Counter Espionage Branch) continue to be con- 
trolled by the MGB and very often, after varying periods, of service with the Army Counter 
Espionage, return to the civilian branch of th^.MGB, 

7. Postings of Coimter Espionage officers from the Army to the iCrB or from one Army iniiit to 

another ere secret. Even the Party Records instructor does not know where an MGB officer 
is posted, he is only told to which Party organization he should send the Party documents 
and can perhaps guess approximately where the MGB man might be. The posting of an. MGB

8. There is a clear tendency in the Party instructions not to disctiss or explain the 
political and strategical position of the Soviet troops in Europe on any but the higher 
levels of the Aivned Forces personnel.

I the Party realizes the positive and negative sides of the situa.tion of the 25X1 
Soviet troops in Central hnd South-Eastern Europe as tl'iey exist at present and as they 
would be in the event of war and considers it undesirable to discuss or comment on these 
problems on the lower levels.

Potsdam. There it is emphasized the necessity of strong armed forces 
Poland which are the ^^aranty for the carrying into effect of the Soviet policy in 
Central and Eastern Europe. It would be impossible to real.ize the policy of the Moscow 
Government in Europe vdthout a strong Army Groiip | 1 supported by an Army Group 25X1 

in Poland. The latter secured also the Soviet lines of conBuunication between the USSR

11. For the masses of officers and men inside the USSR and abroad, the explanation of the 
presence of Soviet forces in Europe is short and very simples "Soviet Armed forces are 
in Europe not as the conquerors of the new territories, their tavsk is to secure our 
victory and the freedom of the other nations". (Nye Zavoyevanye Novikh Tyerritorii A 
Dla Obyespyechyenya Nashey Pobycdi I Svobodi Drugikh Narodov). 
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The policy of the VKP (b) and the I^ecov Goverment ToTrjaxds so-called "liberated 
countries” of Europe is in a gi’aat measure the contimation of the policy towards the non- 
Russian national groups inside the USSR. 

In the Soviei. Union the official Party policy is to develop and cultivate a feeling of 
unity and friendship among all nations of the Soviet TJnion, but the first place and the 
leading role muat be reserved for the Russian nation. The Russian nation is the ”elder 
brother" in. the family of Soviet nations. 

The last war showed clearly that the Russian State (Russkoye Gosudarstvo) ims strong 
enough not only to endiire the German invasion but also to win the war and extend the 
frontiers of USSR and her influence on such a large scale as never happened before in 
Russian history. 

The Russian nation is the mcain factor of consolidation of the other nations of the Soviet 
Union. 

As long as the various nations of the Soviet Union wa^'e hamered together into one nation 
(”Skolacbivanye SSSR V Odin Narod") the Kremlin j)roc3 aimed the equality of all nations and 
could not give the Russians pride of place. On the contrax’y they let the Rtissians be 
convinced that they were treated worse and suffered more than any other nation in the 
Soviet Union. 

World War II, 1941-1945, was tlie last act of the hammering together of Soviet nations 
and the Russians were officially proclaimed the leading nation of the Union. There 
is at present a strong tendency to ext.end the meaning of the word "Russians” to include 
Ukrainians and Byelorussians. This tendency does nob refer to the West ern Ukrainians 
whom "the Polish masters (Polskiye Fany) converted to their religion”. | 9FX1 


The Moscow policy towards the Satellite States is very similar to the interior Soviet 
liational politics. During the first years after the collapse cf Germany when the 
period of ”liberation” and lootir^^ ended, the Soviet Government allowed the satellite 
nations to cul.tivate their own traditions and national, way of life. Then the Russians 
began gradually to achieve their ca,refully prepared plans which could be roughly de- 
scribed as comiDlete liquidation of all anti-coirmionist and anti -Russian groujis, im- 
poverishment of th.e population down to a level vrlth the Russian standard, sovietlsation 
of administration and economic life and finally russification of the masses. 

In the fulfill.oient of its policy the Soviet Goverrui^.ent met with a ni^jDiber cf serious very 
natural obstacles, such as higher standards of civil! Eation in Poland, Chechoslovakia 
and Euxigary, national treiditions arid a hostile attitude towtr-'ds Russians caused either 
by very ba.d e^qDeriences diuing the last three centuries or by the savage behaviour of 
the Soviet troops during the "liberation” -period. 


One of the most difficult problems was tliat the Soviet Gover'ranent and the Party disti-usted 
and still distrust foreign comiiiuniS'ts. The Politburo suspects every foreign Conaunist 
of being a camouflaged nationalist. The most distrusted Ooirmumists i re Poles becaixse of 
their past and "in spite of their Party training and cormfaim.st d is civ-line they are 
nationalists and consider us (Russians) as savages and potentia'^. enemes of Poland”. 

I even suspect MarshA^ Rokossovskiy of Polish nationalism for Tie wjes not born and 
brought up in Paissia . 


The Kremlin realized very well that Russians were not popular in the satellite cotmtrios. 

The plan was made to popiwLarize Russian traditions and culture in order to raise more inter- 
est for Russia and her life among the populations of the satell-ite countries. Instructions 
given by the Politbui'o were either misunderstood or the Politburo^ considerl.ng the increase 
of friendly feel, ing to USSR too slow, lost its temper and ordered the speeding up of the 
process of development of Russian propaganda in the "people *s democracies”. As a result 
of this the brutal russification and glorificatioi^, of Russia (Vospyevanye Russii) 
started all around Central and Eastern Eiu’ope. 


This glorification of ever^-thirg Kussian, and t he r w s s 1 f ■! cr t i nu , is foolish and definitely 
wrong for Soviet interests in those countries. 


, , glorification of Russian 

culture among the peoj^le whose cultxu^e is higher than RuvSvSian hurts their national pj/ide 
and results in an increase of anti -Russian and of nationalist feeliup'. 
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23. There is no danger of incorporation of satellite countries into the Soviet Union. The 
most important for the USSR are Poland end Czechoslovakia. These two countries are not 
yet prepared for incorporation. In spite of the fact that Czechs are morally weaker than 
Poles there would be lotfS of trouble in both countries even if the Soviet Government 
were able to prepare ”a spontaneous decision” of their parliaments. But the main reasons 
for postponement of incorporation of Poland and Czechoslovakia are that the fact of in- 
corporation of any European or Asiatic country into the Soviet Union would disclose 
Soviet methods of extension of the frontiers of the USSR and would frighten other nations 
including their own Communists and fellow-travellers. This is against the policy of the 
Party and the Government. 


24. In case of wax and Soviet victory over the V/e stern coalition the political situation would 
change completely and then Poland and Czechoslovak3.a would be the first countries ready 
to bo Incorporated into the Soviet Union,
